SUMMER QUARTER 


The program of the summer quarter is designed 
primarily: 

1. To afford opportunities for teachers in service 
to complete degree requirements, renew, UP- 
grade, reinstate or reconvert their certificates, 
improve their professional status, and enrich 
their experience for personal erowth; 


2. To make it possible for students regularly en- 
rolled to pursue their studies the year around, 
and consequently to complete degree require- 
ments in less than the normal period of four 
years;

ADMISSION 


The following is a condensed statement of ad- 
mission requirements. For a complete statement 
the prospective student should refer to the annual 
catalog. 


Persons who are at least 15 years of age and 
who present evidence of good moral character, 
adequate ability, sound health, and interest in a 
specific course of study are eligible to apply for 
admission to the several departments of the Col- 
lege. 
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for admission 1s required to make lormal appil- 
cation and thereafter submit such credentials as 
may be needed to support the application. Admis- 
sion correspondence, including requests for appli- 
cation blanks, should be addressed to the Registrar, 
Savannah State College, State College Branch, 
Savannah, Georgia. 


Transcripts and recommendations should be 
mailed directly from the applicant’s former school 
to the Registrar. 


To be assured due consideration for admission 
during any quarter, each applicant should see that 
all required credentials are submitted to the Regis- 
trar at least six weeks before the quarter begins. 


Admission to the Freshman Class—An applicant 
may be admitted to the freshman class by certifi- 
cate if he has graduated from an accredited second- 
ary school, or he may qualify for admission 
through examination administered at this College. 


Admission with Advanced Standing—A limited 
number of transfer students may qualify for ad- 
mission each quarter. Each applicant who has at- 
tended another college shall present the following 
credentials to support his application:

Credit 


Credit for course work is stated in terms of 
quarter hours. One quarter hour represents one 
hour a week of prepared work, or its equivalent, 
covering a laboratory period of twelve weeks. Not 
less than two hours of laboratory work is required 
as the equivalent of one hour of lecture and recita- 
tion. 


The maximum number of credit hours for which 
any student may register may not exceed seventeen 
quarter hours for the entire summer quarter; eleven 
for the workshop session and six for the short 
session.

GRADUATION FEE. A charge of $10.00 to 
cover the cost of diploma and rental of cap and 
gown—payable upon filing application for gradua- 
tion. 


HEALTH FEE. A charge of $3.00 per quarter 
is required of each student to finance limited 
clinical services, bed care in the infirmary for 
minor illness and general dispensary care. 


LATE REGISTRATION FEE. Students who 
fail to register on the regular registration day will 
be charged late registration fee of $3.00 for the 
first day and $1.00 each for the second and third 
days, the total not to exceed $5.00. 


MATRICULATION FEE. The charge for matri- 
culation is $45.00 per quarter for students register- 
ing for twelve (12) or more quarter hours. Students 
registering for less than twelve (12) quarter hours 
will be charged matriculation fee at the rate of 
$3.75 per quarter hour.

(12) or more quarter hours will be charged non- 
resident tuition of $100.00 per quarter. 


Students with resident outside of Georgia, regis- 
tering for less than twelve (12) quarter hours will 
be charged non-resident tuition at the rate of $8.00 
per quarter hour. See Regents’ Regulations below. 


DEFINITION OF NON-RESIDENT 


“The Board of Regents has established a non- 
resident fee which is applicable to all students 
determined not to be legal residents of the State of 
Georgia. The Board of Regents has also established 
a definition of legal resident which reads as fol- 
lows: 


“(a) If under 21 years of age, that the parent 
(or guardian) is a bona fide resident of the State 
of Georgia for at least one year next preceding the 
registration date. 


“In the event that a legal resident of Georgia is 
appointed as a guardian of a non-resident minor, 
such minor does not become a resident until the 
expiration of one year from the date of appoint- 
ment, and then only upon proper showing that 
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adopted by the Board of Regents, January 20, 
1947, as follows: 


“For students who withdraw during the first 
week after registration for the quarter, 80% of 
the fees may be refunded; for students who with- 
draw during the second week a refund of 60% 
will be made; for students who withdraw no later 
than the end of the third week following registra- 
tion, a refund of 40% may be granted; for students 
who withdraw during the fourth week following 
the scheduled registration date, a refund of 20% 
will be granted. No refund will be made to students 
who withdraw after the end of the fourth week fol- 
lowing registration.” 


Students who register for the 6-week or 4-week 
term only may receive a refund of 20% of their 
fees if they withdraw within one week from the last 
day of registration. 


Room, board and laundry charges will be made 
through the end of the week during which the stu- 
dent withdraws. A student who wishes to withdraw 
from the dining hall and dormitories must secur? 
a permit from the personnel dean. This permit 
when submitted with the dining hall meal book 
will entitle the student to a refund.

The first major 
part, THE GENERAL CURRICULUM, consists of 
the General Education Program. The second pro- 
gram constitutes three instructional divisions: Arts 
and Sciences, Home Economics and Trades and 
Industries. In addition, the College provides a 
Division of General Extension which primarily 
concerns itself in offering courses through corres- 
pondence. All of the curriculums in the three in- 
structional divisions offer courses leading to the 
Bachelor of Science degree. For detailed informa- 
tion concerning divisional offerings see the regular 
bulletin. 


GENERAL CURRICULUM 


The general curriculum is a part of the experi- 
ence of all students who matriculate for a degree 
at this College, effective September, 1953. Conse- 
quently, all regular students must enroll in the 
general curriculum during their freshman and 
sophomore years, irrespective of their major pref- 
erence (major field). They are assigned to the 
members of the General Education Committee for 
advisement. 


All beginning students must take the Freshman 
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sardless ot the time in which they are admitted. n— 
addition, all sophomores are expected to take the 
Sophomore Comprehensive Examinations, includ- 
ing the English Qualifying Test, prior to final ad- 
mission to a curriculum in the senior college.
